One chief wore a traditional 
headdress. The other sported a 
policeman’s black and red hat. 

The two chiefs stood side by 
side Wednesday and watched 
as a teepee — a tangible symbol 
of a new relationship between 
the Edmonton police and the 
city’s First Nations community 
— was dedicated. 

Both police chief Rod 
Knecht and Calvin Bruneau, 
chief of the Papaschase First 
Nations, celebrated the teepee, 
which is part of the force’s new 


Aboriginal Policing Strategy. 

“We’re setting up our veiy 
first aboriginal strategy. The 
Edmonton Police Service has 
never had an aboriginal strat¬ 
egy and yet we have the second 
largest aboriginal community 
in an urban environment in 
Canada,” said Knecht at Wed¬ 
nesday’s ceremony. 

Knecht said the hand-paint¬ 
ed teepee, which will make ap¬ 
pearances at various summer 
festivals, is a physical symbol of 
the force’s commitment to the 
aboriginal community. 

“Today is an important 
and tangible first step for the 
Edmonton Police Service in 
augmenting our relationship 
with First Nations community,” 
he told a crowd that included 
elders, city councillors and po¬ 
lice officers. 

The ceremony was held out¬ 
side the Sim and Moon Vision¬ 
aries Aboriginal Artisans Soci¬ 
ety on 97 Street, on Papaschase 


territoiy that was once occu¬ 
pied by First Nations people. 

“This place is rich in history 
and a veiy appropriate place to 
make history,” said EPS Const, 
lisa Wolfe during the cere¬ 
mony. 

Bruneau said while strides 
are being made within govern¬ 
ment and police among First 
Nations people, more needs to 
be done. 

“This is an excellent step 
here ... We want to build a bet¬ 
ter relationship with the city,” 
he said. 

Bruneau said issues like ra¬ 
cism need to be dealt with go¬ 
ing forward. 

The police’s new Aboriginal 
Relations Unit will focus on 
enhancing relationships with 
the aboriginal community, re¬ 
cruiting from the aboriginal 
community and educating cur¬ 
rent employees about the ab¬ 
original community, according 
to Knecht.

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City to push for 
cash on LRT project 

Edmonton city council¬ 
lors want the provincial 
and federal government 
to cough up cash for 
the southeast LRT so the 
project doesn’t have to be 
delayed. 

The $1.8 billion project 
is missing at least $515 
million in funding and 
city administration wants 
all the money in place 
before the project is taken 
out to tender this fall. 

Administration is 
worried there won’t be 
as many bidders if all 
the funding isn’t in place 
and asked city council 
Wednesday to consider 
delaying the project eight 
months so it would open 
in 2020 instead of 2019. 

Instead of a delay, 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
moved to have the mayor 
press for funding this 
summer, while adminis¬ 
tration works out alter¬ 
nate scenarios that could 
see the city backstop the 
funding. 

The delay would cost 
$60 to $85 million in 
inflationaiy costs. Coun. 
Ben Henderson said he 
hopes that alone will be 
enough to get support. 

“We don’t need the 
money tomorrow but we 
need the commitment 
tomorrow and not getting 
the commitment tomor¬ 
row is going to cost us all 
a lot more money into the 
future.” 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said he was unsure if the 
city would get the full 
commitment it would 
need before the end of Au¬ 
gust, but he was hopeful. 

“You have to have 
patience and we need our 
MPs to work hard for us,” 
he said.

Local man arrested 
via Interpol returns 


Facing theft charges.

After 17 months of tireless 
work on a complex file, Det. 
Marci Koshowski spent a 
lengthy plane ride beside the 
man at the centre of her inves¬ 
tigation. 

Koshowski and Staff Sgt. 
Trent Forsberg recently trav¬ 
elled to London’s Heathrow 
Airport to escort a man back to 
Canada after he allegedly stole 
thousands of dollars from his 
employer. 


Case history 


• Alvin Jackson Goh was first 
charged on March 7, 2012, 
with two counts of theft 
over $5,000 and one count 
of possession of stolen 
property over $5,000. 


The officers and the accused 
talked about topics unrelated to 
the file and the accused watched 
a few movies on the plane ride 
home, Koshowski said. 

Alvin Jackson Goh, 37, is ac¬ 
cused of 208 incidents of theft 
from his employer, Domin¬ 
ion Sportservice Corp., with a 
combined value of more than

$750,000 over nearly four years. 

Goh failed to turn himself 
in on May 16, 2013, despite an 
agreement with his defence 
lawyer and Edmonton Police. 

“We were forced, instead, to 
obtain an international arrest 
warrant through Interpol,” said 
Forsberg. 

Goh was arrested in London 


on May 25 and held in custody 
for several weeks before Ko¬ 
showski and Forsberg travelled 
to Heathrow to escort him back 
to Canada. 

It was the first time Koshow¬ 
ski, who has been with the 
force for nearly a decade, was 
required to travel to escort a 
suspect back home. 

Koshowski said while Goh 
initially wore handcuffs on the 
flight, they were taken off for 
some of the flight home. 

“It was fairly painless. Just 
sitting on the plane, just like 
any other patron... We just had 
a conversation about things 
that are not related to the file,” 
she said of the journey.

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No change to speed laws: Gov’t 


Ongoing debate. 

While the chief of 
police advocates for

Excessive speeding laws the 
Alberta government is re¬ 
sisting have led to tens of 
thousands of vehicle seiz¬ 
ures in other provinces, 
where they’ve also seen dra¬ 
matic reductions in traffic 
fatalities. 

Earlier this week, Ed¬ 
monton Police Chief Rod 
Knecht again called for 
new laws allowing police to 
seize vehicles when drivers 
speed more than 50 km/h 
over the limit. 

Alberta Justice Minister 
Jonathan Denis rejected 
the idea, saying police are 
already empowered to 
seize vehicles and he is not 


convinced new laws 
would have an impact on 
drivers. 

Ontario has seen a 36 
per cent drop in speed relat¬ 
ed traffic fatalities since im¬ 
plementing a law in 2007, 
according to information 
from the province’s trans¬ 
portation ministry. 

Ontario has issued 
31,000 seven-day seizures 
with a peak around 8,000 
in the first year and grad¬ 
ual decline to about 4,500 
in 2012. 

B.C. implemented its 
law in 2010 and speed-re¬ 
lated traffic fatalities fell 
from 167 in 2007 to 96 in 
2011. They have also im¬ 
pounded 17,000 vehicles 
since 2010. 

Alberta Transportation 
spokesperson Parker Hogan 
said the government be¬ 
lieves there isn’t a need for 
new laws. 

“There are already sec¬ 
tions of the traffic safety act 
that allow police to seize 
vehicles,” he said. 

According to govern¬ 
ment reports, Alberta is 
seeing a big drop in traffic

The percentage of traffic 
fatalities where speed was 
a factor has stayed con¬ 
sistent however, at about 
26 per cent. 

Hogan said education 
and awareness are im¬ 
portant to bringing about 
change. 

“It is up to the people 
who are actually doing the 
driving.” 

Knecht said he is going 
to keep advocating, but that 
the public will also have 
to make it clear they want 
change. 

“At the end of the days 
the public will make that 
decision with the legisla¬ 
tors.” 



Alta, collector nets big bucks in Gretzky auction 


The Wayne Gretzky of Wayne 
Gretzky collectors has netted 
big bucks for old pucks after an 
auction of some of his choicest 
memorabilia closed Wednes¬ 
day. 

Shawn Chaullc, a construc¬ 


tion contractor from Fort Mc- 
Murray, Alta., received more 
than $500,000 for a collection 
of jerseys, skates, helmets, 
gloves and pucks used in action 
by the Great One. 

About $350,000 came from 


one item alone — the jersey 
Gretzky wore in the 1986-87 
season when he scored his 
500th NHL goal and won the 
Stanley Cup with the Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers. 

Chaullc said those deals 


may be dwarfed by those yet 
to come, as private buyers sniff 
around what’s left of what was 
probably the greatest Gretzky 
collection ever assembled. 

“While we were busy auc¬ 
tioning this group of stuff out 


the front door, there was a 
lineup of people knocking on 
the back door looking for pri¬ 
vate deals,” said Chaullc. “In one 
single transaction this week, 
I sold a group of five items for 
over $100,000.” 


The online auction opened 
in mid-May and closed early 
Wednesday as the last bids 
trickled in. Chaullc wasn’t glued 
to the bidding, but those who 
were kept him plugged in.

‘A’ or ‘excellent*? School 
boards call grading shots 


Despite controversy in Cal- 
gaiy over changes to public 
school report cards that will 
see students receive words, 
rather than letters or numbers, 
schools in Edmonton have 
been using words to grade stu¬ 
dents for years. 

Lori Nagy, spokesperson for 
Edmonton Catholic Schools, 
said the district has been grad¬ 
ing elementaiy students using 
a word system for more than a 
decade. 

At Catholic schools, students 
are assessed as demonstrat¬ 
ing “excellent,” “proficient,” 
“basic” and “insufficient” 
achievement. 

Once students reach junior 
high they receive percentage 
grades. 


“We use percentages be¬ 
cause they are more accurate 
when we’re starting to think 
about the prerequisites for high 
school,” Nagy said. 

At Edmonton Public 
Schools, students are graded 
using either letters, percent¬ 
ages or descriptors — a decision 
that’s up to each school. The 
organization could not specify 
how many schools rely on each 
model. 

In Calgaiy, Catholic elemen¬ 
taiy students began receiving 
word-based grades this school 
year, while a new controver¬ 
sial pilot project will introduce 
word-based grades into public 
elementaiy and junior high 
schools this fall.

Over the years, Norm Hachey 
has gotten used to graffiti van¬ 
dalism appearing on the back 
wall of his Whyte Avenue Tire 
Craft shop. 

But now he’s looking for¬ 
ward to the location being a 
target for graffiti street art. 

The shop, at 10021 82 Av¬ 
enue, will be one of three new 
open source street art walls 
forming a two-year pilot pro¬ 
ject. 

“We weren’t sure that it 
wouldn’t create more prob¬ 
lems,” said Hachey. “But it 
(could) make the place look 
nice, for sure.” 

The project is a partnership 
between the City of Edmon¬ 
ton’s Capital City Clean Up and 
the Edmonton Arts Council, 
who want to kick things off 
with artist-led workshops in 
September before opening the 
walls up to the community. 

But prior to that, public 
consultations will be held in 
each of the three neighbour¬ 
hoods next week, and graffiti 
audits and crime prevention by 


environmental design studies 
are also underway, said Sharon 
Chapman, graffiti project man¬ 
ager for Capital City Clean Up. 

Edmonton currently has 
one free wall — established in 
2002 where the LRT emerges 
from underground between 
Churchill and Stadium sta¬ 
tions. 

“There have been calls over

Health care 


Preventive care 
much cheaper 
than treating the 
sick, study finds 

Billions of dollars could be 
saved in Canada’s health¬ 
care system with the 
introduction of preventa¬ 
tive programs that focus on 
those individuals in poor 
health, says a study by the 
School of Public Policy at 
the University of Calgaiy. 

“Canadian medicare 
with its focus on illness 
treatment has made ill¬ 
ness and disease a growth 
industiy,” lead author 
Herb Emeiy told reporters 
Wednesday. 

“It’s one of the fastest 
growing parts of our public 
system... we’re seeing con¬ 
tinual five per cent growth 
per year in treating illness 
and we can’t keep up with 
demand.” 

The report evaluates 
the costs and benefits of 
an alternative approach by 
examining the preventa¬ 
tive health-care program 
run by Pure North S’Energy 
Foundation, a not-for-profit 
organization that pays for 
and provides personalized, 
preventative health-care 
services. 

The report found the 
annual health-care bill for a 
Canadian in poor health is 
more than $10,000 higher 
than for someone in good 
health. The Pure North 
program achieved positive 
health outcomes at a cost of 
$2,300 per participant — far 
less than treating people 
once they become sick.

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Bob Rae leaves 
a life in politics 



MP resignation. 

Former Liberal leader 
to negotiate for First 
Nations in Ring of Fire 
mining development 


Bob Rae, a fixture on Canada’s 
political scene for more than 
three decades, is giving up his 
seat in the House of Commons 
to devote himself to work on 
behalf of First Nations. 

Rae said he is leaving politics 
so he can focus on his new role 
as chief negotiator for First Na¬ 
tions in talks with the province 
about development of the Ring 
of Fire mining development in 
northern Ontario. 

“This is going to be a major 
undertaking,” an emotional 
Rae told a surprise news con¬ 
ference Wednesday. 

“It’s clear to me that it 
will take a lot more time and 
it simply isn’t possible to do 


both jobs at the same time.” 

The 64-year-old Rae’s un¬ 
expected announcement caps 
a political career that has 
spanned 35 years and two 
parties. Rae began in politics 
as a New Democrat and later 
shifted to the federal Liberals, 
even seeking the party leader¬ 
ship at one point. 

He was first elected to the 
Commons in a 1978 byelec¬ 


tion, but moved to Ontario 
provincial politics four years 
later, when he became prov¬ 
incial NDP leader and later 
served as premier. 

In 2006, having joined the 
Liberals, he unsuccessfully 
sought the party leadership, 
but won a seat in the Com¬ 
mons in 2008, becoming in¬ 
terim leader in the 2011 elec¬ 
tion.

Study. High school could 
be bad for your health 


High school may improve stu¬ 
dents’ minds, but it does the 
opposite for their bodies. 

A new study from the Uni¬ 
versity of Waterloo suggests 
Canadian students in Grade 12 
are in worse health than their 
younger high-school peers. 

The research, published in 
the latest issue of the journal 
BMC Public Health, found 
that by the time students 
reach senior year, they’re at 
a significantly increased risk 
for chronic diseases such as 
diabetes and lung cancer. 

It shows that over four years 
of high school, the number 
of smokers went up 170 per 
cent, binge drinking jumped 
167 per cent and marijuana 
use rose by 124 per cent. 

What’s more, the vast 
majority of students — more 
than 89 per cent — didn’t 
meet Health Canada’s guide¬ 
lines for minimum physical 
activity and barely seven per 
cent reported eating enough 
fruits and vegetables. 

The study’s co-author, 
Scott Leatherdale, says the 
fact that large proportions 
of graduating students fail to

meet the most basic healthy- 
living recommendations is 
cause for concern. 

Having even one of the risk 
factors measured can increase 
the likelihood of disease, and 
by Grade 12, the average stu¬ 
dent shows three, he said. 

Students in higher grades 
appear to be at the greatest 
risk, he added.

Ashley Smith. Inmate’s 
strangulations not always 
dangerous, inquest hears 


Senior managers agreed that 
intervening eveiy time a teen 
inmate tied a ligature around 
her neck was unnecessary be¬ 
cause she was not always in 
immediate danger, an inquest 
into her death heard on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Michelle Bridgen, a middle 
manager at the Grand Valley 
Institution in Kitchener, Ont., 
said it was the warden and 
deputy warden who decided 
essentially that guards should 
intervene only if Ashley Smith 
risked imminent death. 

“When she had a ligature, 
sometimes it was not tied tight¬ 
ly around her neck,” Bridgen 
testified. 

“Sometimes she would even 
tie it in a bow around her neck 
and put her fingers through it 
and say, ‘See, it’s not tight.’” 

The choice became whether 
guards should frighten Smith 
by rushing into her segrega¬ 
tion cell to retrieve the ligature 
or “empower” the inmate by 
allowing her to give it up with¬ 
out force, Bridgen said. 

Still, the ligature tying

A bowl of peaceful 
memories. Beloved 
Damascus ice cream 
shop opens a branch 
in Amman, and both 
Syrians and Jordanians 
are flocking to it 


For Syrians, no visit to Da¬ 
mascus’ Old City is complete 
without a stop at a more than 
centuiy-old ice-cream parlour, 
where you can watch them 
make their distinctive dessert 
by pounding it into shape with 
mallets, then enjoy a bowl of it 
sprinkled with pistachios. 

Now, those who fled their 
countiy’s bloody civil war 
can savour a taste from back 
home. Damascus’ most famed 
ice-cream shop, Balcdash, has 
opened a branch in the Jordan¬ 
ian capital Amman, and both 
Jordanians and Syrians living 


there are flocking to it. 

With its mix of milk, gum 
Arabic and sahlab — a flour 
made from orchids — Bak- 
dash ice cream is distinct from 
American brands like Ben & 
Jerry’s and Haagen-Dazs: The 
traditional Syrian ice cream 
has a more elastic texture and 
slightly more perfumed flavour 
than the Western versions. 

The Damascus landmark’s 
appearance in Jordan is a bitter¬ 
sweet sign of one of the civil 
war’s tragic repercussions: The 
dispersal of Syria’s population 
and culture. Jordan alone is 
home to more than half a mil¬ 
lion Syrians, out of nearly two 
million who have fled into 
neighbouring countries with 
no immediate prospects of re¬ 
turn. The number is rising by 
the thousands daily, as life in 
Syria becomes more tenuous. 

Balcdash’s owners still keep 
the Damascus shop running, 
but they have set up shops in 
Jordan and the United Arab

seven months ago and was thrilled to discover 
a touch of home in Bakdash’s Amman branch.

The stores abroad 
could also be insurance for the 
future as the war, now in its 
third year, batters Syria’s econ¬ 
omy and annihilates tourism. 

About half of the Amman 
branch’s customers are Syrians, 
said the assistant manager, 
Yarob Ababneh, whose father 
is Bakdash’s Jordanian partner. 

“Once or twice I saw people 
ciy,” he said. “Balcdash has 
been in Syria since 1895, so 
those who grew up there know

Crowdfunding. Website

A campaign that raised

As the Edmonton Internation¬ 
al Jazz Festival continues to 
grow each year, so do the 
challenges in planning for it. 

“In preparation for the 
festival, we needed to secure 
a venue appropriate for our 
needs,” said Nathalie Tait, the 
festival’s outreach and de¬ 
velopment manager. 

That means finding a 
space to accommodate large- 
scale productions and up to 
450 jazz-enthusiastic Edmon¬ 
tonians. “To get past this 
issue, we introduced a New 
Yorlc-style ticketing structure 
at our festival venues in Old 
Strathcona. The perform¬ 
ances are broken into sets 
and patrons are able to buy 
tickets on a per set/show 
basis,” explains Tait. 

With the structure in 
place, festival goers have the 
flexibility to stick around for 
another performance by the 
same artist or move onto an¬ 
other venue to check out the 
more than 20 genres of jazz 
being presented during the 
June 21-30 event. 

Tait says this was the way 
the festival needed to go. 

“It’s great because on any 
given night, guests are able to 
enjoy and discover more than 
one act and it’s all within 
walking distance. This works 
well for those who have pur-

Billy Crystal's fourth and most 
recent grandchild was bom on 
March 14.

Brad Pitt crossed 
his Zs for new film 

Brad Pitt wanted to build a 
better blockbuster. 

During the years Hollywood 
shifted toward increas¬ 
ingly bigger spectacles 
and superhero tentpoles, 
one of the movies’ biggest 
stars largely stayed on the 
sidelines, focusing instead 
on ambitious ensembles. But 
the zombie apocalypse World 
War Z, which opens Friday, 
is Pitt’s bold, long-gestating, 
big-budget effort to enter the 
franchise fray. 

It’s been a humbling 
crusade. “These films are 
much more difficult than I 
realized,” Pitt said in a recent 
interview over coffee at a 
restaurant off Times Square. 

Based on the 2006 sci-fi 
novel World War Z: An Oral 
Histoiy of the Zombie War by 
Max Brooks (son of Mel), the 
$200-milfion-plus film has 
had a rocky path to theatres. 
It’s gone through a swarm 
of screenwriters, several key 
crew changes, a postponed 
release date and, most nota¬ 
bly, a reshot ending. 

But most moviegoers that 



make it to the film — far 
from the flop many predicted 

— will likely wonder what 
all the fuss was about. The 
reviews have largely been 
positive for World War Z, a 
riveting, brisk thriller with 
a refreshingly — and, for 
summer movies, atypically 

— human protagonist who 
relies purely on his intellect 
and experience as he shuttles 
around the world trying to 
solve the zombie pandemic 
that’s engulfed most of the 
planet. Pitt’s former United 
Nations investigator has no 
superpowers, no gun, and as 
Pitt says, “can’t even run that 

fast.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Society has become obsessed 
with the undead. Not only 
are zombie movies persis¬ 
tent fixtures of the multi¬ 
plex but the walking dead 
can be seen on television, in 
video games and even read 
about in published guides 
to surviving fictional out¬ 
breaks. So with World War 
Z set to open, how does star 
Mireille Enos think the film 
will fare in such a saturated 
market? 

“Well, on an action level, 
we have the fastest zom¬ 
bies,” offered the actress 
during an interview in Man¬ 
hattan. 

“There’s also the family 
story, which is a survival 


story, and then there’s a 
global story — the zombies 
I think act as metaphor for 
the different crises on our 
planet.” 

Metaphors aside, World 
War Z (which itself is based 
loosely on a hit novel) may 
be more noteworthy as Brad 
Pitt’s first such shot at the 
zombie genre.

that,” says Enos of Pitt’s ap¬ 
peal as a family man-turned- 
reluctant hero. 

“He’s obviously a family 
man himself and loves that 
role. You can just feel it 
every time he talks about 
his family.” 

As filmmaker Marc For¬ 
ster has insisted, it was im¬ 
portant to ground the thrill¬ 
er in that level of familial 
realism. And, Enos adds, it’s 
especially vital in a summer 
filled with extraordinary 
superheroes and far-flung 
space adventures. 

“(Brad’s character is) not 
a superhero even though 
he’s an action hero,” said 
Enos. “He just wanted to 
play it as a dad with a set of 
skills but he’s just doing his 
job.”

Danny Huston’s acting ca¬ 
reer didn’t take off until he 
was nearly 40, but it was in¬ 
evitable he’d get around to it 
sooner or later.

Andrea Boccard, vice 
president of marketing at Fl- 
atRate Moving, offers some 
tips on how to make the 
process stress-free. 

De-clutter 

Before boxing things up, 
Boccard says it’s really im¬ 
portant to de-clutter. “Even 
in teeny apartments, we 


tend to accumulate a lot of 
stuff,” she says. “Spend a 
couple of days getting rid 
of the items that you don’t 
need, like takeout menus 
from the old neighbour¬ 
hood. Just clearing that 
space will give you a clear 
picture of what you’re ac¬ 
tually packing.” 

Create “a move book” 

The key is to stay organized. 
Keep the important details 
of your move together in a 
book or folder on your com¬ 
puter. 

“It should include every¬ 
thing from lists you make, 
to your insurance and build¬ 
ing management informa¬ 
tion, to estimates you re¬ 
ceive,” says Boccard. 

Know the rules 

If moving into an apartment 
or condo “you should be in 
close contact with the man¬ 
agement for both [your new 


and old] buildings,” says 
Boccard. She advises reserv¬ 
ing freight elevators and 
making sure your movers 
have the proper insurance 
coverage your building may 
require. “Any hitch in the 
details can cause problems 
for the entire moving day.” 

Pack in advance 

“Plan your move more than 
a month in advance if you 
can,” says Boccard. 

Start by packing the 
items you don’t need such 
as books, CDs or DVDs and 
out of season clothes. 

“We ask people, ‘Do you 
want us to pack for you?’ 
and they say ‘No, no I’ll pack 
myself,’ but two weeks be¬ 
fore [the move] they’re near¬ 
ly in tears because they’re 
unable to do it,” she says. 

“So being realistic about 
time and what time you al¬ 
locate to moving activities is 
the best advice I can give.” 


Stay organized 

Maintaining organization 
while your whole life is 
packed up in boxes may 
seem nearly impossible, but 
Boccard says it’s a crucial 
part of the moving process. 

The company recom¬ 
mends creating an inven¬ 
tory of your belongings as 
you pack. 

Keep important items by 
your side: Store key items 
such as your move book, 
prescriptions, jewelry, toi¬ 
letries and chargers in a 
designated bag on move day. 

Change of address notifica¬ 
tions 

The last thing you want is 
private and important docu¬ 
ments going to an old ad¬ 
dress. 

Canada Post advises you 
complete a change of ad¬ 
dress form online at can- 
adapost.ca before moving to 
your new place.

4 Don’t mix toys and tabletops. Out¬ 
door tabletops often are constructed 
of tile or tempered glass for added 
strength.
